Tho Govcrnaent of tho Bcpublio of Mali waraly wolooaod tho 
actions you took with a rlew to bringing about a settlement of tho 
oonfliot on tho baa is of an ewen partial agreement, and it fully 
eupporta you in your off orta which it hopes will roach a opoady and 
successful oonoluaion« 

It i» for thi8 reason that I, for ay part, on bohalf of tho 
QoTornaant of ay country, hare put boforo tho Proaidont of tho United 
Statoa of Aaorloa, tho Priae Minister of the Sooiallst Republic of 
Cuba and tho Chairman of tho Council of Ministers of the USSR, certain 
apooific-propoaala designed to remove tho real causes of the conflict, 
to ward off their dangerous consequences and to reetore peace, so aa 
to re-establleh in their rights International moral principles and 
the United latioae Organisation.

These proposal* are as follows* 

1. Eviction fro* the territory of ths United States of 
aaerioa of the Cuban refugees who are preparing, 
with the "oo-operation" of oertain Aaerican persons* 
tho invasion of Cuba* 

2. Raising of tho naval blockade in tho Caribbean Soa. 
3* Tho stopping of tho delivery ot offensive nuclea r 

woapons to tho Republlo of Cuba* 

Lastly, tho Government of ths United States of Aaerioa and 
the Government of ths Socialist Republio of Cuba ought f - in ay view, 
to refer the matter for arbitration to ths United latlons* 

I take this opportunity to renew to Tour Excellency the 
assurance cf ay Tery high consideration.
